1. With a new to ei able the manufacturer exporters to accept overseas orders 
ioi delivery at short term notirc, it has been decided to entertain applications from 
such registered exporters who an having a minimum annua! export performance 
of more than Rs 10 lakhs (fob) in value during April 1971-March 1972 or as on 
31st October, 1972 during April, 1972—September, 1972. for the grant of re 1 ease 
orders on the Hindustan Steel Limited as exporters' buffer stocks for the followi ig 
categories of steel items'—

The value oi iehase orders to be issued in letms ol this Public Notice will nut 
exceed R® ten lakhs lor any individual exporter, eligible under this Public Notice 
and will be fully adjusted against future exports within 18 months of the date of 
issue of the release order. Applications from the registered exporters under this 
Public Notice should be addiessed to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi and will be required to be made through the Engineering Export Promo¬ 
tion Council, Calcutta and the D.G.T.D. (Export Promotion Cell) but will not require 
the clearance of Iron and Steel Controller, Calcutta. While making such applica¬ 
tions the parties should indicate the nature of the products they wish to export, the 
percentage of contents of the steel items, mentioned in para 2 above, and the likely 
l.o.b. value of the exports to enab’e a determination of the export obligation for 
the purposes of the bank guarantee/legal undertaking referred to in para 6 below. 

4. The expoiters will be required io file quarterly returns with life Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports through the Engineering Export Promotion Council 
and the D.G.T.D. (Export Promotion Cell) indicating the actual quantities procured 
as buffer stock against specific release orders issued in terms of this Public Notice 
and the specific utilisation of these butter stocks to facilitate export production, as 
in the proforma (Annex. I). Adjustment ol quantities utilised for exports against 
the release orders will be permissible onl\ to the extent certified as reasonable 
by the D.G.T D 

5. Exports made in terms ol this Public Notice will not Qualify for further 
mnport of steel under Public Notice No. 56-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 18th April, 11)72, 
as amended. The supply of steel on the basis of this Public Notice will, however, 
be at J.P.C. price or the ruling HSI, price (where the -TPC. price is not avail¬ 
able) plus 2 pei cent thereof. 

l\ The applicants \vil< bo tequucd io gn e a batik guaiuntee to the licensing 
authority for a value equal to 50 per cent of the value of imported steel for which 
release order is issued for fulfilment of the required export obligation, referred to 
in para 3 above. Alternatively, the exporters may also give a legal undertaking 
(Annex. II to the Public Notice; regarding their export obligation.

AND WHEREAS as a condition of the said import licenco/release order the Gov¬ 
ernment has stipulated that the Company must earn foreign exchange to the extent 
of Rs. ..over a period of. . . . . .months from the date oi 

importation of the first consignment Into India or the supply of raw material by the 
canalising agency against the subject Ucence/releuse ordei by exporting ... 

NOW this agreement witnesseth as follows -- 

1 The Company shall earn foreign exchange for an F.O.B. value of Rs . 

by exporting. ' .within a period of .months as aforesaid 

(In the event of import licence/release order No . ... is not fully utilised 

by the said company, then the export obligation shall be proportionately sealed 
down). Exports to Sikkim and Bhutan will not qualify for redemption of export 
obligation as also exports lo Afghanistan and Nepal, if made otherwise than against 
payment in free foreign exchange will not qualify lor redemption of import 
obligation. 

2. The Company shall furnish a report within one month of the expiry of the 
said period of export obligation to the concerned Jt./Dy. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports in regard to exports made viz. the particulars of goods exported, their 
quantity and f.o.b. value and the countries to which exported All this data shall 
be duly certified by a Chartered Accountant. 

3 . The Company shall also submit to the concerned Jt./Dy. Chief Controller of 

Imports and Exports within six months of the expiry of the period of export obli- 
ga’ion as aforesaid, hank certificates in original showing realisation of foreign 
exchange against exports made.in fulfilment of the export obliga¬ 

tions and as such other documents as may be demanded by the Jt./Dy. Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports as evidence in support of the foreign exchange 
Earned in fulfilment of the terms and conditions of this agreement. 

4. In the event of the Company is not able l 0 fulfil the export obligation under¬ 

taken by it as aforesaid, the Compuny shall, on the instructions of the concerned 
Jt./Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or the Chief Controller of. Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi, shall hand over to the State Trading Corporation or such 
other Agency as the Government including (C.C I. & Ej may nominate (hereinafter 
referred to as the Agency) twice the difference between the stipulated export 
obligation and actual exports in terms of F.O.B. value of the products to be export¬ 
ed, for export by the Agency at such prices as is able to obtain abroad. The Com¬ 
pany shall, in addition, pay simultaneously a sum of Rs . (this would 

be equal to 5 per cent of the export obligation subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 lakhs) 
by way of “liquidated damages” to the Agency. The Agency (after exports and 
realisation of sale proceeds of the aforesaid products as expeditiously as possible) 
shall give to the Company Rupee equivalent of the net foreign exchange earned by 
the Agency on such exports after taking such expenses (including the Agency’s 
nonnal commission) as has been incurred by the Agency. 

5 . The F.O.B. value representing the difference between the stipulated export 
obligation and the actual exports referred to above and also the amount represent¬ 
ing 5 per cent of the export obligation by way of “liquidated Damages” shall be 
determined by the Jt./Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or Chief Con¬ 
troller W Imports and Exports and the decision of the said authority shall be Anal 
and binding on the company. While determining the value, the said authority will, 
if it is considered necessary, give an opportunity to the Company to produce sucti 
an evidence as it can, in support of the determination of the value for this purpose. 

6 . In the event of the Company tailing to fulfil the export obligation undertaken 
by it as aforesaid, except when the fulfilment of such obligation is prevented or 
delayed, because of any law, order, proclamation, regulations or Ordinance of the 
Government, the Government shall be free to take possession of the goods produced 
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by the Company or of the Imported raw material as the ease may be, and take such 
action as it may consider necessary for the disposal/distribution In a manner and 
at a price as may be decided by the Government, in addition to recovering liquidat¬ 
ed damages in terms of clauses. Any order issued by the Government in this regard 
shall be final and binding and the Company hereby undertakes to comply uncon¬ 
ditionally with such an order. Any stamp duties payable on this document or any 
documents executed thereunder shall be borne by the Company,
